The House Votes to Coin the 
Seigniorage, 


A Substitute Bill is Passed by 
168 to 130, 


No Material Changes in the Original Meas- 
ure—All Amendments Rejected — The 
Kearsarge Bill Passed—Sen- 
ate Proceedings. 


By Telegraph from the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—The long 
struggle in the House over the Bland 
bill for the coinage of the silver 
seigniorage and silver bullion in the 
treasury ended today by the passage 
of the bill by a vote of 168 to 130. A 
special order to bring the bill to a 
vote was adopted by a bare quorum 
immediately after the House convened. 
This broke the opposition of filibuster- 
ers and they were powerless to do any- 
thing further. All amendments offered 
to the measure by its opponents, were 
defeated, the one which polled the most 
votes being Mr. Outhwaite’s amend- 
ment to strike out one section. 

The bill as passed is in the nature of 
a substitute for the original text of the 
measure. The changes do not affect 
the material features of the bill which 
provides for the eoinage of the silver 
seigniorage in the treasury, the issue 
of silver certificates thereon, if need 
be, in the discretion of the Secretary 
of the Treasury in advance of coinage 
and thereafter the coinage of the re- 
mainder of the bullion-as fast as prac- 


‘| ticable-and the issue of silver certifi- 


cates is- thereon to take place. Trea- 


'sury notes issued. under the Sherman 


act are to be retired and cancelled as 
rapidly as the oimage takes place. 
The changes made in the substitute 
simply make specific the fact that the 
and that 
this bill shall not effect the redemption 


of treasury notes under the existing 


law. 

An analysie of thée*vute by which the 
bill was passed shows 141 Democrats, 
19 Republicans and 8 Populists, a total 
of 168, voted for it and 79 Republicans 
and 51 Democrats, a total of 130, voted 
against it. 

The bill for the rescue of the arma- 
ment of the wrecked Kearsarge passed 
just before adjournment. 

The controversy which seemed immi- 
nent in the Senate today owing to Sena- 
tor Voorhees’s resolution proposing that 
Senator Mills of Texas be temporarily 
assigned to the Committee on Finance 
in the absence of Senator Vance, was 
dissipated by the withdmwal of the 
resolution at the request, ‘or, indeed, at 
the demand of the Senator from Texas. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS, 
REGULAR SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—SEN- 
ATE.—Senator George of Mississippi 
presented a petition asking an amend- 
ment to the Constitution acknowledg- 
ing the dependence of the country on 
Almighty God. 

Senator Manderson of Nebraska of- 
fered a resolution authorizing the Secre- 
tary of War to investigate the feasibil- 


ity of taking water-power at Great or 


Little Falls in the District of Columbia 
for the generation of electricity for 
lighting public streets and the streets of 
Washington. It was agreed to. 

On the motion of Senator Vest, the 
Semate decided when it adjourned it, be 
till Monday. This means that the tariff 
bill will not be reported before next 
week. 

Senator Cullom of Hiinois introduced 
a bill for the erection of @ statue at the 
Treasury Department to Gen. E. R. 
Spinnott. He.also offered a resolution 
providing for the establishment of a 
tariff commission of nine, to regulate 
the tariff on a basis of the difference 
of wages here and abroad. 

Senator Mitchell of Oregon offered a 
resolution directing the Committee on 
Judiciary to report what jurisdiction, if 
any, the United States had-for the 
protection of salmon in the Columbia 
River, Or. It Was adopted. 

Senator Voorhees of Indiana stated 
that at the request, indeed by demand, 
of Senator Mills, he withdrew the reso- 
lution ‘he offered yesterday appointing 
Mr. Mills a temporary member of the 
Finance Committee. 

Senator Frye of Maine then took up 
the thread of his Hawaiian speech. In 
the course of his remarks he severely 
criticised Mr. Blount’s course at Hono- 
lulu. 

Senator Gray of Delaware briefly de- 
fended Mr. Blount, 

On motion of Senator Cockrell of Mis- 
souri the Senate passed with sundry 
amendments the House bill prgviding 
for urgent deficiencies. 

‘At 3:15 o’clock the Senate took up the 
unfinished business which was the bill 
for the erection of a new government 
printing office. Senator Dolph of Ore- 
gon addressed the Senate. His speech 
degenerated into a personal debate with 
Senator Allen of Nebraska. After half 
an hour was spent in executive session, 
the doors were reopened and the Senate 
adjourned until Monday.

Representative Outhwaite offered an 
amendment to strike out the second 
section of the substitute. 

Mr. Johnson of North. Dakota offered 
an amendment to the original bill au- 
thorizing the Secretary of the Treasury 
to accord silver dollars the same rights 
as to redemption and exchange now 
accorded the subsidiary coins, ° 

Mr. Strausg of New York offered an 
amendment to the amendment as fol- 
lows: “That the Secretary of the 
Treasury be and is hereby authorized 
to issue from time to time coupon and 
registered bonds of the United States | 
in denominations of $20 and multiples 
of that sum payable in coin after five 
years from date and bearing interest 
at a rate not exceeding 3 per cent. per 
annum, payable quarterly in coin and 
to sell and dispose of the same at not 
less than par in coin, the proceeds of 
such bonds shall be paid into the 
treasury and be held and used for pur- 
poses now authorized by law.” 

Mr. Bland made the point of order 
that the Strauss amendment to the 
amendment was not germane. The 
Speaker sustained the point of order 
and ruled the amendment out. 

Mr. Cummings asked if the chair 
ruled that any amendment looking to 
the issue of bonds be ruled out. The 
chair replied that the ruling was not 
so broad as that. Mr. Cummings gave 
notice that he would offer a second 
amendment later.

He explained that 
the second section of the substitute 
made the coinage of the remainder 
of the bullion in the treasury begin 
after the coinage of the seigniorage, 
and a specific proviso is added to the 
effect that nothing in the act shall 
be deemed to change or alter the ex- 
isting law as to the legal character or 
mode of redemption in treasury notes. 

Mr. Outhwaite argued against the 
second section of the original bill and 
substitute and said that its purpose 
was to retire the existing treasury 
notes. 

Mr Johnson of North Dakota main- 
tained his amendment was absolutely 
necessary if the declared policy of the 
government to maintain all classes of 
our currency at par is to be kept in 
force. Not to adopt his amendment 
would be to dishonor the national 
credit. 

Mr. Simpson declared that to strike 
out the second section or to adopt 
» Mr. Jonhson’s amendment (which would 
make silver dollars redeemable in gold) 
would be another great stride in the 
direction of plutocracy. 

The debate was continued by Messrs. 
Abbott, Stone, Johnscn, 
Swanson, Hunter, Newlands, Wheeler 
and Tracey. Mr. Abbott’s amendment 
to Johnson's amendment as well as 
Johnson’s amendment itself, were dis- 
agreed to, the former without division 
and the latter by a vote of 64 to 149. 
A vote was then taken on Mr. Outh- 
waite’s amendment. It was lost—129 
to 144. A vote was then taken on the 
Bland substitute. There was an at- 
tempt to break the quorum made on 
the vote and the Bland substitute was 
adopted—171 to 96. 

Before another vote could be taken 
Gen. Tracey of New York moved to 
recommit the bill without instruction 
to the Committee on Coinage, Weights 
and Measures. The motion to recommit 
was defeated—132 to 167. A vote was 
then taken on the final passage of the 
The bill passed—167 to 130. Loud 
cheers and hand-clapping greeted the 
final announcement of the victory won 
by the advocates of the measure. 

Mr. Cummings then asked and ob- 
tained unanimous consent for the bill 
for the reclamation of the United 
States steamer Kearsarge, and it 
passed. 

At 5:20 p.m. the House adjourned.

John Baker's Wife and Child 
are Murdered, 


He Succeeds in Killing the Two 
Assassins. 


A Burglarious Attempt Frustrated by the 
Woman's Screams, but Slaughter 
Follows—A Fiend With 
a Hatchet, 


By Telegraph from the Associated Press. 

NEW BRUNSWICK (N. J.,) March 
1.—About 1:30 o’clock this morning 
‘“‘Hen’’ Baker, a negro, and William 
Thompson, broke into the house of John 
Baker, a wealthy white farmer, 
and sneaked into the sleeping apart- 
ments of the family. Mrs. Baker, by 
the light of a small lamp left burning, 
saw the figures of two men enter the 
room. She uttered a cry and William 
Thompson, rushing across the room, 
struck her on the head with a hatchet, 
repeating the blows several times. Mr. 
Baker had not yet awakened, but his 
fourteen-months-old child was aroused 
by the commotion and set up a cry. The 
wretch Thompson then crushed the in- 
fant’s skull with a hatchet. 

Baker was aroused in the meantime, 
but before he was fully out of bed, the 
negro Baker was upon him. A frightful 
struggle ensued, and when the negro 
was getting the worst of it, his ac- 
complice, Thompson, rushed to the 
rescue, but Mr. Baker partially avoided 
the blow from the hatchet and escaped 
with a cut on the forehead. He madea 
rush at Thompson and received a gash 
in the cheek. Mr. Baker finally 
wrenched the axe from the villian and 
floored him with the weapon. 

Mr. Baker found his negro namesake 
in a small room adjoining. Fearing to 
enter the room without a weapon, he 
procured a shotgun. In the meantime, 
the negro Baker crept from the room 
and as he reached the stairway Baker — 
fired and the negro fell. Mr. Baker, 
still in his night-clothes, ran to the 
stable and, procuring a horse, rode to 
Dr. Thogan’s office, half a mile away. 
They hurried back to the scene’ of the 
dreadful tragedy and found Mrs. Bakee 
and the child had been instantly killed. 
Thompson, with seven frightful wounds 
in his head and chest, was also dead, 
and his eccomplice was fatally injured, 
The negro died about daylight. 

The Coroner’s jury was empaneled 
early in the day and returned a verdict _ 
in accordance with the facts exonerat- 
ing Mr. Baker. 

The negro, Baker, is only 18 yearg 
old, and was brought up in Farmer

HIS LAST ATTACK. 


Gladstone Speaks Against 
the Lords. “a 


It is Said That He Will Resign 
on Saturday. 


His Secretary {Admits That. the 
Evegp is Near. 


Debate in’ the Commons on the Local Gov- 
ernment Bill--Britatin’s Great Commoner 
in Good Voice—He Moves Pres- 
ent Concurrence. 


By Telegraph from the Associated Press. 

LONDON, March 1.—(By Atlantic 

Cable.) Gladstone was loudly cheered 
this afternoon as he entered the House 
of Commons. The speaker put the ques- 
tion that the House of Lords’ amend- 
ment to the local government bill be 
considered. Gladstone rose and ad- 
dressed the House in a full, resonant 
voice, barring a slight huskiness, but 
with marvelous energy and vigor. He 
said the government felt the opera- 
tion of sending and resending the bill 
from one house to another had con- 
tinued long enough. (Loud cheering.) 
To continue the process would be a 
loss of dignity to both houses and the 
government had the choice of rejecting 
the House of Lords’ amendment, aban- 
doning the hope of passing the bill, or 
to accept them under protest with a 
hope of soon reversing them. The gov- 
ernment adopted the latter course. 
(Cheers.) 
@ Gladstone continued: ‘‘We have now 
reached the acute stage. It appears 
that the Lords desire to annihilate the 
whole work of the House of Commons. 
With regard to the present bill the gov- 
ernment desires to save something from 
the wreck. It therefore accepted the 
amendments but with the declaration 
that the differences between the houses 
were not temporary or casual. This 
state of things, I am compelled to say, 
cannot continue, (Cheers.) The issue 
raised between the assembly elected 
by the people and the assembly oc- 
cupied by many men of virture and 
talents are of considerable’ variety. 
Once raised they must go to the issué. 
(Cheers.) No doubt there is a higher 
authority than the House of Com- 
mons, namely, the authority of nations, 
(cheers,) which must in the last resort 
decide. (Renewed cheers and opposi- 
tion cries.) When that judgment is to 
be invited is a question which the gov- 
ernment alone can decide.” 

Glasdtone closed by asking the House 
to accept the Lords’ amendments. 

Hon: A.J. Balfour, a Conservative 
leader, rose amfd cheers to reply. He 
said that Gladstone’s sppech was a 
declaration against the ancient consti- 
tution of the realm, and asked why the 
government did not start agitation 
against the. House of Lords when the 
latter rejected the Home Rule Bill. 
That bill convinced the country that 
legislation must be controlled by the 
chamber which would not betray them. 
At ‘the conclusion.of Talfour’s speech, 
the amendments were agreed to, 273 
to 37, and the House adjourned. 

There was a state of feverish excite- 
ment throughout the debate and the 
strain, was apparent in the faces of 
Gladstone and other members of the 
Ministry. While Gladstone was talk- 
ing it was whispered on all sides that 
the great Liberal leader was making 
his last speech to the Commons. His 
delayed attack on the Lords’ enlight- 
ened the Radicals and Irish. During 
the session, Chancellor Harcourt an- 
nounced that the government had no 
information which would lead it to be 
lieve that any governnient desired the 
reassembling of.the monetary confer- 
ence. The British government did not 
intend to make such a proposal. 

This afternoon Gladstone's private 
seretary informed the Agsociated Press 
that the resignation of the Premier 
cannot long be deferred;. that in an 
audience with the Queen yesterday he 
referred to the increasing diffiulties ow- 
ing to failing sight, deafness and age, 
and told Her Majesty that he could 
not long continue to bear the responsi- ; 
bilities of premiership. 

Later Balfour remarked that those 
who believed in the ancient constitu- 
tion looked forward without dismay 
to the fight which the government an- 
nounced. They firmly believe the na- 
tion is convinced that the Lords vindi- 
cated their claims to the confidence of 
the country. 

Lord Randolph Churchill Said the 
declaration of war was made upon the 
epur of the moment and founded upon 
a slender basis. Gladstcne’s denuncia- 
tion of the whole House and his procla- 
mation of a long and protracted agita- 
ticn throughout the country for the 
abolition of the Lords was absurd. 
There was no justification for holding 
up the Lords for the execration of the 
people, and there is no more fatal 
scheme for any party to advance than 
the destruction of the Lords. 

Samuel Storey Sunderland, Radical, 
regretted that the government accepted 
the Lords’ amendments and expressed 
the hope that Gladstone was in earnest 
in his declaration in regard to the 
Lords as, according to the speaker, he 
would have plenty of men behind him 
in the country. 

WILL RESIGN TOMORROW. 

- LONDON, March 1.—The Pall Mall 
Gazette announces that it is definitely 
settled that Gladstone will have an 
audience with the Queen on Saturday 
and then officially tender his resignation. 
It is added that Lord Roseberry will 
be summoned. In conclusion, the P 
Mall Gazette says there is no present 
intention of a dissolution of Parliament 
and it has been decided that Gladstone 
will retain his seat in the Commons, 
but will not remain a member of the 
Cabinet. 

A deputation of extreme Radicals, 
headed, by ,Labouchere, waited today 
upon the Liberal. whip, Right Hon. 
ward Majoribanks, and protested 
against the idea that Lord Roseberry 
should be selected to succeed GladStone,

WASHINGTON; March 1.—The pub- 
lic debt statement, fgsued today shows 
a net increase in the public debt dur- 
ing February of $40,964,215. The interest- 
bearing debt amounted to $625,872,000, 
an increase during the month of $40,- 
831,910. The debt on°-which interest has 
ceased since maturity has decreased 
$13,610, and the debt bearing no inter- 
est has increased $1,385,188. The cash 
balance shows an increase of $54,580,265. 
The amount of debt,on which interest 
ceased since maturity is $1,871,020, and 
the debt bearing. no interest is $379,- 
612,925, making a total of $1,007,358,015 of 
interest and non-interest-bearing debt. 

The certificates and treasury notes 
are offset by an equal amount of cash 
in the treasury aggregating '$609,909,907, 
a decrease for the:month of $2,145,274. 
The total cash in the treasury, is $787,- 
075,834, an increase of $49,955,681. Of 
the total cash in the treasury, $107,- 
029,805 is in gold coin; $70,432,992 in gold 
bars; $508,570,078 in silver; $84,722,132 in 
paper, and $16,320,828 in bonds, minor 
coin, etc. At the close of business to-

The unexpected death of ex-Gov. John 
G. Downey, which occurred at his resi- 
dence, No. 345 South Main street, yes- 
terday, about noon, was a shock to the 
entire community. 

Gov. Downey had enjoyed his usual 
health until within a few days past, 
and had attended to the business of his 
office, to which he went twice each day, 
On his last visit, on Saturday, he was 
accompanied by his old friend Mr. Cole- 
man. 

» He was out riding last Sunday, and on 
Monday suffered an attack of the grip. 
This rapidly developed Into congestion: 
of the brain, and finally into congestion 
of the lungs and pneumonia, He was_| 
attended by Dr. K. D. Wise. At first 
he seemed to suffer a good deal, but as 
the end there appeared to 
ibe little pain. He retained his faculties 
almost to the last. His dealth occurred 


at‘12:20 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
Fathers McCauliffe, Fitzgerald and 
Hartnell were present when he breathed 
his last.

Downey responded promptly 
by authorizing the raising of six regi- 
ments. He gave ready and willing as- 
sistance to the Federal government 
in all its demands upon the State in 
the conduct of the war for the prés- 
ervaton of the Union. 

A less loyal or less firm governor 
might have done much to antagonize 
the general government, and perhaps to 
have made possible the realization of 


| the cherished dream of a large class 


of people at that time—the erection on 
this Coast of a Pacific republic. 

At the close of his term Gov. Downey 
returned to his home in Los Angeles, 
where his large private interests re- 
quired his attention, and where he‘has 
resided most of the time since. A few 
years ago he took a trip around the 
world. 

He was one of the first to start a 
bank in Les Angeles. The town of 
Downey in Los Angeles county was 
named after him. He was the owner 
of the celebrated Warner’s ranch; and 
also of the extensive block in the city 
of Los Angeles built by John Temple, 
and formerly known as Temple Block, 
but later as the Downey Block. 

The Temple Block of the present day, 
‘located between Main and _ Spring 
streets, was: mostly built by John Tem- 
ple’s younger brother, F. P. F. Temple, 
generally known by the Spanish-speak- 
ing residents as “‘Templito,” or ‘‘Don

The Santa Fe Explains 
Its Position. 


The War 
and South. 


The New Tourist-car Rates to 
Eastern Points. 


Scalpers in Their Glory—Another Company 
to Build a Utah Road to Los 
Angeles—Notes and 
Personals. 


“The Santa Fe is not going to com- 
promise on this fight,” said General 
Passenger Agent Thompson of the 
Southern California lines; ‘“‘everybody 
who knows Passenger Traffic Manager 
White of this system knows he is in 
this war to come out first best. We 
are in this fight for a principle and to 
protect Southern California against the 
Southern Pacific’s attempted boycott of 
this section. It was the Santa Fe that 
helped out this region, and will con- 
tinue to do so. Though this company 
has no line of its own to Northern Cali- 
fornia, it is yet enablea to roach that 
territgry, while our chief interest re- 
mate Southern California. It is 
claimed by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany that the Santa, Fe has taken ar- 
bitrary action in the matter of reduc- 
ing rates, while the true situation is 
simply that the arbitrary demands 
thade by the Southern Pacific Company 
forced the Santa Fe to take action to 
sgt its territory in California.

A test has demonstrated the fact 


that the outfall sewer will do what it 


was built to do, and that water will 
run through it from the city end to 
the ocean. 


Water from the river was started 


ruinning into it Wednesday afternoon, 


and yesterday a large circular area of 
bubbles could be seen on the surface of 
the ocean over the end of section No. 
10, which section extends a considerable 
distance into the water, indicating that 
water from above was running out of 
the sewer into the ocean. 

Chairman Nickell, of the Council 
Sewer Committee, in company with 
City Engineer Dockweiler and Engi- 
neer Vincent, superintendent of con- 
struction, left the city early yester- 


_day morning to drive along the route 


of the sewer. A»good deal of wonder- 
ment was excited when about noon a 
telegram was received in this city ask- 
ing that the water from the 
turned on the day before, be turned 
off.

If any one had any dotibts as to 
whether the sewer would work or not, 
such doubts were yery quickly dis- 
pelled, when, at abofit 5 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon Messrs. Nickell and 
Dockweiler arrived at the City Hal 
dusty and tired, but as happy, appa- 
rently, as men ever were. Mr. Nickell

At the end 
of this section nearer to the city is a 
chamber and manhole, while at the 
further end is a gate which, when 
closed, prevents the sewage from flow- 
ing into thé sewer beyond. 

When the party arrived at the cham- 
ber just mentioned ,yesterday, they 
were a good deal surprised to find the 
chamber badly broken and a stream of 
water running from it, indicating that 
water would not run through the sewer 
below. 

Instructions to have the water turned 
off were sent to the city as soon as 
possible and on going to the lower end 
of the section of the gate permitting 
water to flow beyond was found to be 
shut dwn almost tight. There being 
no outlet for the water it had backed 
up to the upper end where, after run- 
ning out of the manhole it washed the 
surrounding dirt away, and finally the 
pressure on the wall of the chamber 
Was so great that unsupported by the 
surounding dirt it "was broken down. 
It is stated, however, that the damage 
will not probably exceed $100. The 
chamber will be repaired within a few 
days and will probably be in readiness 
for the celebration over the completion 
of the work expected to be held next 
week,

that there will be no danger of their be- 
ing maliciously tampered with. 
| The accident is not without its bene- 
-fits and has resulted in a valuable 

experiment. The highest pressure to 

which the lowest part of the pipe will 
ever again be subjected will be the 
pressure necessary to raise the water 
up to a level with the lower end or 


thirty-three perpendicular feet. The 
pressure to which the pipe was sub- 
jected yesterday was that resulting 


from the top of the water being raised 
| to a level with the upper end or ‘sixty 
_feet above the lowest part. of the pipe. 
This would cause a pressure of 3750 
pounds per square foot on the lowest 
part of the pipe or a little more than 
twenty-six pounds per square inch. 
The pipe is stated to have stood the 
test well. In a few places there was a 
slight leakage but this was where the 
swelling of the wet wood.will be likely 
to stop it altogether. 

As stated above the gate which forced 
the water back up was not tightly 
closed and some water was allowed ‘to 
run through. That this water was run- 
ning all the way to the ocean was 
shown by the fact that the ocean’ was 
seen to be covered with bubbles over

A DEAL IN HORSE-FLESH. 


It Has Some Peculiar Features That Caused 
Trouble, 

As a result of a peculiar transac- 
tion in borse-flesh a criminal action has 
been. commenced in the City Justice’s 
court by F. D. Wilson against Charles 
Meinhardt, his wife Ella and two 
others, which promises to bring forth 
some very interesting developments. 

Wilson claims that on December 29 last, 
as he was driving a team of imported 
Shetland ponies along North Los Ane 
geles street, in front of Meinhardt’s 
livery stable and horse market, the lat- 
ter stopped him, and upon learning that 
the ponies were for sale, remarked 


that he knew of a customer, 
in the person of a Mrs. Hart, 
a widow of means, who would 


trade a fine team of carriage horses 
for them. Furthermore, if Wilson did 
not want to keep the horses, he knew 
of a man named Ricker whb would 
take them off his. hands for $185. It 
was explained that Mrs. Hart had al- 
ready refused to take cash for her 
team, as she intended to keep it until 
she found a pair of ponies that would 
come up to ‘her requirements. After 
talking the matter over, Meinhardt in- 
troduced Wilson to Ricker, who con- 
firmed his statements, and stibsequently 
todk him to see Mrs. Hart. The result 
was that Wilson parted with his ponies, 
and received in return a team of bays 
and $15 cash,'but when he called upon 
Ricker to carry out his part of the 
agreement, that worthy repudiated it 
and refused to take the team off his 
hands at any price. Upon investiga- 
tion Wilson learned that the supposed 
Mrs. Hart was none other than Mein- 
hardt’s wife, and he at once sought 
the assistance of a lawyer, with the 
view of recovering his property. A 
civil action was commenced in Justice 
Seaman's court, and the matter having 


been brought to the atten- 
tion of the’ proper authori- 
ties, a criminal complaint, charg- 


ing the Meinhardts, Ricker and another 
with having conspired to obtain prop- 
erty by means of false pretenses was 
also filed.

RAIN MAKERS AND RAINFALL. 


Some of the farmers in this section 
are beginning to feel a little anxious 
about the prospect for rain, which con- 
tinues to hold off in an aggravating 
manner, although from day to day 
there are signs that a:downfall is im- 

t. 
Sock intelligent investigation has 
been bestowed during the past few 
years on the subject of storms and the 
prediction of coming weather. In fact, 
there are few branches of science in 
which there has been a greater advance 
during the past decade thah that of 
meteorology. Especially is this so as 
regards the motions of the atmosphere 
which bring about our rain and snow- 
storms, the cyclonés, terrific tornadoes 
and remarkable cloudbursts. While the 

has been extraordinary and 
the advances of the utmost importance, 
the spread of Knowledge upon this 
subject among the people has hardly 
begun. The fact is forcibly illustrated 
by the ntimber of charlatans parading 
as rain-doctors in the rich but arid 
regions of the West, where, if newspa- 
per reports are to be relied upon, they 
have bccasionally succeeded in perfect- 
ing contracts with the entire population 
4e¥ a country. Less than two yeirs ago the 
government sent out itsown rajn expe- 
rimenter, and one of the great maga- 
zines published a duet entitled, “Can 
We Make Rain?” one of the writers 
being, the government's chief rain-pro- 
ducer‘and the other an astronomer of 
world-wide repute. In this discussion 
the cause of general rains was refer- 
red to as an agency recognized and de- 
clared as inefficient by recent meteorol- 
ogy. The general principles involved in 
great rainstorms are well understood 
by modern meteorologists. 

Col. S. E. Tillman of the United 
States Army, writing in the Cosmopol- 
itan Magazine, shows that when mois- 
ture-laden atmosphere, from any rea- 
son, ascends sufficiently the pressure to 
which it is subjected is diminished, it 
expands and is thereby cooled and its 
moisture condensed. When this con- 
densation takes place with sufficient 
rapidity it rains or snows, otherwise 
only clouds are produced. Clouds may 
be produced in other ways, but not 


* rain. The ascent of the air which pro- 


duces rain is generally brought about 
in one of two ways: First, if the pre- 
yailing winds blow over high moun- 
tains they will in the passage be de- 
prived of their moisture. Thus aire 
produced the heaviest annual rainfalls 
of the earth. Second, when the atmos- 
phere over any portion of tbe earth's 
surface becomes warmer or lighter 
than over the surrounding areas, it as- 
cends as the air does in a hot chim- 
ney; in the same manner, too, it 
draws in the adjacent air and the whole 
is carried aloft to be expanded, cooled 
and deprived of its moisture, with 
great liberation of heat, which heat 
keeps the draught in operation. 

In this way are produced all the gen- 
eral rains of the Eastern United States. 
The air over nearly all the region east 
of the Mississippi is often involved in 
-the same storm. In such storms, flow- 
{ng from all sides toward the central 
flue, the air is swerved to the right 
by the earth’s rotation and the whole 
becomes involved in one great, whirl- 
ing masé, the central portion ascending 
as it circles around the flue. These 
Jarge revolving storms are the cyclones 
of the meteorologist. Their width is 
many hundred times their height. 
When the height of a storm is great 
as compared to its width and the ve- 
‘Jocity of the circling winds very great, 
it becomes a tornado—these the papers 
cyclones, but improperly so. The 

nary thunderstorm is much less se- 
vere than a tornado and much less 
extended than a cyclone. From these 
well-established facts of modern me- 
feorology it is readily uncerstood how 
inefficient are any means yet employed 
to imitate nature’s storms. In a very 
moist atmosphere it might be possible 
to produce draught enough for a little 
rain. In the arid regions of the West 
the moisture is not present to continue 
the draught, even if begun, and no one 
who thoroughly understands the causes 
of rainfall would be willing to attempt 
it. The idea that cannonading, or any 
other sounds can produce rain is ab- 
gurd in the highest degree. The unfor- 
tunate farmer throws away money 
when he gives it to a rain-doctor. 

Fortunately in this section, as a rule, 
the farmers have limited need of 
machinery to make rain. With rare 
exceptions, the rains come regularly 
and when they are wanted. It is true 
that once in a while there is what is 

. known.as a dry year, but the danger 
from such a visitation grows less all 
the time as irrigation becomes more 
general. It is still the custom in some 
quarters to look upon irrigation as a 
Grawback, but the advantages of an 
artificial water supply are becoming 
more and more apparent from year to 
year. Few farmers who have once used 
irrigation would care to go back to the 
aid, primitive system of depending on 
the clouds for their crops. There are 

| still many, even in Southern California, 
Who practice “dry ranching,” but theirs 

Se @ precarious existence except in a 
Mmited stretch of territory along the 
Coast, where all that can be raised 
without irrigation is grain—and there 


ie but a very small margin of profit.

The sensible farmer in Southern Call- 
fornia will first see that he has a 
good water supply, even before he in- 
vestigates the quality of the soil. This 
is a point which cannot be too strongly 
impressed upon new settlers from the 
East, who are not accustomed to the 
conditions which prevail here. Many 
mistakes which have been made by 
new-comers might have been avoided 
if there had been a proper comprehen- 
sion of that matter. There are, of 
ccurse, many real estate agents who 
will attempt to sell land which they 


‘guarantee will produce every variety of 


crop without irrigation, but such state- 
ments should be very carefully investi- 
gated. The new settler would do much 
better to take less Iand and more water. 
With a first-class water supply it is as- 
tonishing how little land is necessary 
in this section to raise crops that will 
give the farmer a good income. 


AN AMBITIOUS COLONIZATION PROJECT. 


The latest scheme in the line of col- 
onization is set forth in a circular 
which has been received at The Times 
office from England, giving the particu- 
lars of what is known as the Freeland 
Colony. This is an attempt at the solu- 
tion of the social problem on the lines 
laid down in Theodore Hertzka’s book, 
“Freeland and Social Anticipation.’ It 
is proposed to establish a community 
on the basis of perfec. economic -free- 
dom and justice, a community which 
shall assure the independence of its 
members and. shall secure to every 
worker a full and undiminished enjoy- 
ment of that which he produces. The 
organizers have gone for enough for 
the site of the new community, which 
is to be selected on the recently-dis- 
covered and still unoccupied highlands 
surrounding Mt. Kenia in the interior of 
equatorial Africa, where the climate is 
said to be excellent, the temperature 
throughout the year being very much 
like that of springtime in England, and 
the land very fertile and rich in mineral 
products. Great Britain, within. whose 
sphere of influence the district lies, has 
promised her protection. It is said that 
there are thousands of adherents to 
this scheme in all parts of the world, 
and that a large number will soon set 
out for the new Eldorado. It is to be 
hoped that this enterprise may prove 
more successful than many of a simi- 
lar character which have preceded it. 
The trouble with most of these coloni- 
zation schemes is that they are gener- 
ally started by people who are ab- 
sorbed in seme one great idea, which 
they anticipate will revolutionize so- 
ciety. It is seldom that they are prac- 
tical in character. Thus they overlook 
important details and the resulfis early 
discontent among the members of the 
colony. The best and most practical 
system of colonization is that which 
leaves as much as possible in the way 
of liberty of action to the individual 
colonist, while at the same time pro- 
viding for co-operation in marketing 
and shipping the products of the soll, 
purchasing supplies, etc. 


A GIGANTIC RAILROAD ENTERPRISE. 


While the general discussion is pro- 
gressing as to the best way to build 
the Nicaragua Canal, work is going 
on steadily with the International Rail- 
way, which is to connect the continents 
of North and South America. Until 
the Siberian Railway shall have been 
completed, this will remain as the 
greatest railroad project that has ever 
been attempted. 

A glance at the map shows that the 
vast network of railroads in the United 
States, which constitutes one-half the 
railway mileage of the entire world, 
extends ‘southward and crosses the 
Mexican frontier at four points. These 
railway systems converge at the City 
of Mexico, and continue southward in 
one line, a distahce of 200 miles further, 
thus forming continuous rail communi- 
cation from New York city. for a dis- 
tance of about thirty-five hundred miles. 
In South America we see,the combined 
systems of Brazil, Argezitine Republic, 
Uruguay and Chile agg ting 15,000 
miles of line, converging northward 
into Bolivia, reaching a point near 
Lake Titicaca, on the Peruvian frontier. 
Railway construction has been so rapid 
in South America that no maps yet 
show the Chile Antofagasto line, built 
to Oruro, or the railway connection be- 
tween Argentine and Chilean systems 
practically completed. From Buenos 
Ayres northward we have 1500 miles of 
continous line. Of the 9000 miles dis- 
tance between New York. city and 
Buenos Ayres we therefore have 5000 
miles not only operating, but forming 
the backbone of a great system of rail- 
yoads at either extremity of the pro- 
posed intercontinental line. 

A recent statement shows that be 
tween the great system of the North 
and that of the South, in the interven- 
ing 4000 miles, there is already operat- 
ing, at various points along the line of 
the proposed intercontinental _rail- 
way about five hundred miles \of 
railway in the small countries compos- 
ing Central America, and 1200 miles in 
Columbia, Ecuador and Peru, Of this 
1800 miles of small disconnected lines, 
but little would be of use in actually 
filling in the gap between the two 
large. systems, as they are in most 
cases constructed in from the coast 
at right angles to the general direc 
tion. They would, however, serve as 
most important factors and aid both 
asicommercial feeders and as a means 
of distributing along the interior the 
machinery, materials, labor and sup- 
plies necessary. to building a railroad. 
Along the above intervening 4000 miles, 


much has been done already by pri- 
vate enterprise toward surveys. 

It will be a red-letter day in the rail- 
road history of the world when a pas- 
senger can start in Quebec on a 10,000 


| mile railréad journey to Buenos Ayres. 


Then we shall feel that the ends of 
the earth have indeed been brought 
close together by the steel rails. Dis- 
tance will to a great extent have been 
annihilated. The humanitarian should 
rejoice. at all these devglopments in 
linking one ‘country more closely with 
another, for they do more than any- 
thing else to break down the boundaries 
of narrow-minded jealousy between na- 
tions which are now too common. The 
fron horse and the electric telegraph 
may justly be considered the two lead- 
ing peacemakers of modern times, 


EASTERN COVONISTS. 


In spite of the prevailing dull times 
throughout the country there is still 
quite an extensive movement for the 
settlemént of lands in Southern Cali- 
fornia by Eastern people and Europe- 
ans. Only a few months ago a com- 
pany of New York and Chicago people 
was formed to colonize a large tract in 
the northern part of this county. Now 
it is reported from Chicago that a com 
pany composed of Chicago men has 
been incorporated for the purpose of 
purchasing 40,000 acres of land from the 
Southern Pacific Company in the south- 
ern part of the San Joaquin Valley and 
placing it on sale in the Middle and 
Eastern States. The capital stock of 
the company is said to be $1,000,000. 
The projectors of the new company, 
who have given it the somewhat too 
fanciful title of the ‘‘Land of Sunshine 
Company,” expect to find customers 
for this land in Illinois and the neigh- 
boring States. They will put Chi- 
cago energy into the business and in- 
tend to send people to the San Joa- 
quin Valley by wholesale. They will 
appeal to well-to-do agriculturists who 
desire farms on which _they may live 
half the season and to men who can be 
made to believe there is. more money 
in California farming than in any other 
kind. They expect to do business with 
the wealthy who desire winter homes 
in Southern California. 

There are many keen observers who 
believe that the present depression 
throughout th East will not prove al- 
together such a disaster to California 
as is generally supposed. They point 
to the fact that twenty years ago, after 
the disastrous panic of 1873, many peo- 


ple who were financially crippled and 


found themselves with only a few 
thousand dollars, wound up their busi- 
ness affairs and came out to this Coast, 
where some of them have since grown 
to be prominent in business and public 
affairs. They figured that, while a few 
thousand dollars would accomplish little 
or nothing in the old settled portions of 
the country, much might be done with 
such an amount in this comparatively 
new section, where money commands a 
high rate of interest. There are signs 
that a similar result may follow the 
present depression in business, although 
it will take some little time before most 
of these peoplé are able to realize on 
their investments and pull up stakes. 
This is another illustration of the truth 
of that old adage: “It is an ill wind 
that blows nobody any good.”’ 


In the death of ex-Gov. John G, Dow- 
ney, which was unexpected, Southern 
California loses a citizen whose name 
was historic and who has done much to 
build up this section. During the past 
few years Mr. Downey had retired. 
from public life, and consequently was 
Vittle known to recent arrivals, but in 
former years he was a power in the 
land. Few public man of this section 
have been able to to boast of more 
friends and less enemies than the ex- 
Governor, who was a general favorite 
among those who knew him. His name 
will live after him in the city of Dow- 
ney, and in Downey avenue and the 
Downcy Block in this city. 


France, during the past few years, 
has been prolific in public scandals. 
The latest one, involving some under- 
hand diplomatic negotiations between 
France and Russia, is likely to result 
in international complications. France 
thas not been very fortunate in the 
character of the men who have been 
placed at the head of affairs of late.

San Francisco Journalists in the 


Arthur McEwen’s Assadit on Director-Gen- 
eral de Young, and Tam Fiynn’s Ex- 
corlation of McEwen—The 
Chronicle Silent. 


For ten days past the streets of San 
Francisco have resounded from early 
morn till dewy and darksome eve with

“Mr. Arthur McEwemn’s ‘letter’ appear- 
ed on Saturday last and sold somewhat 
freely, as ft had been advertised as a

fully that any warm personal reftr- 
ence to his exploits fg bound to find 
interested readers, Mr. ‘McEwen's let- 
ter contained nothing about De Young 
that has not been a veritable chest- 
nut for lo! these many’ years.

When his brother, who was 
much a greater editor than he was a 
business man, lost his life, the Chron- 
icle was in a bad way financially. 
Many men would have abandoned the 
concern bankrupt. The present 
proprietor, with the courage and saga- 
city of the genuine business man, ad- 
dressed himself to the task of rehabil- 
itating the paper, and within a few 
years made it one of the most valuable 
newspaper properties in the country. 
This, too, he did after inaugurating 
a new policy in the editorial manage- 
ment and transforming it from what it 
was, a sensational newspaper of the 
extreme type, to a high-class exponent 
of conservative journalism.

THE BOOK OF THE AGE*

It was the grandest everit 
in all the history of the Columbian Ex- 
position,, and was more eloquent than 
all things else of the recognized fact 
that the world is growing away from 
the narrowness of sect, the bigotry of ig- 
norance and superstition, and that tha 
bondage to creed which hag heretofore 
held so large a portion of the religious 
world captive, and it was a silent yet 
emphatic assertion that the progress 
of the present age is confined not alone 
ta the materialistic field of human ef- 
fort, but that its advancement is mark- 
ed in the broadening of sptritual life 
and sympathy, and the mare general 
recognition of the brotherhood of. the 
race. It was a grand spectacle wit- 
nessed in Chicago when the representa- 
tives of every faith known un- 
der the sun mét upon one plat- 
form and calmly and dispas- 
sionately set forth the tenets of their 
different faiths and acknowledged the 
good that is to be found in all. It was 
an event which was unique in Christian 
history and full of hopeful promise to 
the world. Never before was Christen- 
dom brought into such a spirit of fra- 
ternity with unknewn faiths—all the 
varying religions of the Orient—as was 
there witnessed. Never before was ex- 
pressed such consciousness of some 
good in all faiths as found expression 
there, and never before did Christendom 
so fully recognize the universality 4f 
an underlying belief in so-called 
heathen religions, in the one All-Father, 
the Creator and the Giver of all good. 

To our western world one of the most. 
valuable fetures of the great Parlia- 
ment of Religions was its exposition of 
the strange faiths of the far Orient 
by the intelligent disciples of these 
same faiths. No more’ will any people 
or sect dare to proclaim, ‘‘We alone 
have the truth and the truth will die 
with us,” for the religious world is 
opening its eyes to the fact—and was 
helped to that opening by the religious 
parliament at Chicago—that’ truth is 
universal, and that there is some good 
in all ereeds, some true faith in all 
faiths. Out of this knowledge springs 
a deeper sense of universal brether- 
hood, and a clearer recognition of the 
fact that we are all.children of one 
Father. We find a belief in one uni- 
versal, all-creative power ‘where least 
we hoped to find it.. We discover char- 
ity and kindly sentiment and purity of 
faith where wé looked only for unfaith 


the divine and Infinite: We hear’ the 
High Priest of Shinto exclaim, ‘Ag our 
doctrines teach us all animate and in- 
animate things’ were of one 
heavenly Deity, and every one of them 


has its particular mission, 80 we ought 
to love then all, and also t ect the 
various forms of. religions the world.

Body Ever Existed—What a 
Genuine Petrifaction 

Really is.

Such a thing never did and never wilt 
exist. Nevertheless, so dense is the 
popular ignorance of such matters, and} 
go ready the human mind to be deluded,; 


that reports of this kind are commohly | 


accepted as facts. It would be well if 
ag could be deprived of credibility 
for all futute time by the publication of 
‘a few truths on this subject. 

Im the first place a “‘petrifaction”’ is 


mot strictly speaking a transformation, 


of the original animal or plant into 


stone. .It is merely a replacement of. 


the organic tissue by mineral sub- 
stance. As each part of the plant or 
animal decays and disappears, its place 
is taken, usually in water or mud, by 
a particle of mineral matter deposited 
from the water which has held it in 
suspension. Thus the perishable orig- 
inal is changed into imperishable stone, 
preserving its form and even its struc- 
tural appearance when cut into. 

By such means have the skeletons of 
animals millions of years old been pre- 
served in the rocks of the everlasting 
hills, so.that they may be reconstructed 
today as they were ages before man 
appeared on the earth. But it is only 
the bones that are in this way kept; 
mever the flesh, because water cannot 
percolate through it. In the same way 
whole forests of trees in the Yellow- 
stone region and elsewhere are changed 
into agate and other forms of stone, 
the hollow logs of the forest primeval 
being often found filled with beauti- 
ful crystals of quartz and amethyst. 

CLIFFS OF THE YELLOWSTONE. 


The cliffs that border the eastern 


branch of the Yellowstone River af- 
ford a view a series of such forests 
Duried on: to f one another. The 
lowermost | was originally a 
wooded plain,’ hundreds of thousands 
of years ago. Volcanoes burst forth 


in the neighborhood and it was over- 
whelmed by their debris. On top of the 
latter fresh trees took root and grew, 
to be in their turn buried by subse- 
quent eruptions. This sort of thing 
continued through century after cen- 
tury, until 4000 feet of accumulations 
were heaped above the forest at the 
bottom. 
Beneath the hills thus formed water 
flowed, as it does constantly through 
‘the earth’s crust. The buried trees 
@radually decayed and their decom- 
posing substance was replaced by min- 
eral matter, transforming them into 
Stone. Afterward the Yellowstone 
River cut down through the strata 
formed of volcanic debris in the man- 
mer described. For thousands and thou- 
sands of years the great stream plowed 
out its bed, unt today the latter is a 
cut 4000 feet dee canyon walled in 
by towering cliffs. And, as one looks 
upwards at these cliffs, the buried for- 
ests are plainly to be seen in the suc- 
cessive layers composing them. They 
can be counted very easily, the reck- 
oning carrying the observer back to 
the very night of time, when real drtag- 
ons and chimeras dire walked on the 
earth, swam in 
the air. 

Nearly all the trees which line these 
wonderful cliffs are turned into agate. 
One can climb up and knock them off, 
as they break readily into sections. 
Many of them, which were hollow be- 
fore they were buried, are filled with 
beautiful crystals of quartz and ame- 
thyst. Water, percolating into such 
hollow trunks, brought particles of 
silica, ,which formed themselves into 
cry finally filling up the favities. 
It is in hollow parts of buried trees 
that nearly all existing crystais--of 
amethyst and quartz were originally 
formed. They are treasures which are 

_ hidden away by the hand of nature in 
old logs and stumps. Amethyst; of 
course, is merely quartz crystal With 
@ little coloring matter from metallic 


es. 

Much of the agatized and jasperized 
wood found in various parts of the 
‘West was thus transformed under 
Water. There is a fossil forest of such 
Material at Los Cerillos, N. M., and 
another at Chalcedony Park, Ariz. It 
fs largely used for ornamental pur- 
poses. The trees fell and were sub- 
merged, becoming silicified in the man- 
mer already described. While this was 
going on spores of fungi floated into

the Mexican Ma-

fcr the past nine days a unique re- 
ligious celebraticn has been held in the 
richest church on the American contt- 
nent—probably in the world. It repre- 
gents the veneration of the Mexican 
Indtans for the Virgin, and is as singu- 
lar among Christian observances as the 
weird fire rites of thelr Aztec prede- 
cessors. For the simple Indians of 
Mexico have a patron saint of their 
own—a beautiful Madonna with a face 
of the Mexican type—and a picture of 
this Madonna is painted on the prim- 
itive ayate or blanket garment of one 
of their awn peonie. They say it haa 
been preserved for 360 years, and most 
of that time in a church at Guadalupe, 
about three miles from the City of 
Mexico. 
The story of the Senora of Guadalupe 
is told by Rev. A. Ms Santandreu, pastor 
of the Spanish. church in Sun Fran- 
cisco, says the Dxaminer. 

‘We celebrate the feast here in a 
very simple'manner,”’ said he, ‘‘but at 
Guadalupe iit: is different. This is the 
worst time of the year for a traveler 
to visit Guadalupe, for you could not 
get near the churches on account of 


‘| the number of indians who are there. 


On the; 9th of. the month they arrive 
from..all parts; of Mexico and prepare 
for a week’s camping on the hilisid 
where they cook -their fool, gri 
their corn, prepare their tortillas, fri- 
joles and hold their festival. 

Quadaie are the 
uadalupe, For nine days ey ce 
brate the feast, and during this time 
there. are processions.aroundl the hill 
and dances outside the churcliés. These 
dances are not the kind’ we know, 
but an expression of joy as they have 

underatood it for centuries. 

‘Every Indiah, and fully hundred 
thousand of them are here, presents an 
offering, the least being a wax candle, 
while the wealthier ones contribute. lib- 
erally toward the support of the church.

They 
are wbout three feet high, with a top 
melding @ foot wide and a base of 
still more massive proportions, The 
balustrades form a railing for the cen- 
ter aisle to the choir, which is in the 
middle of the church. These alone rep- 
resent an enormous sum, Then around 
the-tiigh ‘altar the candelabra and or- 
naments are solid silver, and.many are 
of solid goid. Immediately above this 
altar is. the picture of “Our Lady of 
Guadalupe” in a ' magnificent frame 
about two feet wide. of sliver, 
with pure gold moldings and ornaments.

“The other churches are also 
_Tich and beautiful. There is the Capilla 
del Cerro del Tepeyac on the stimmit, 
and near it a chapel built like a ship 
in full sail at sea, and below the latter 
is the Capilla del Pocito, where pe 
take a bath in a water that springs 
from the rocks;-and has effected mirac. 
ulous cures. 
“The ship-like structure is an offer- 
ing to our Lady of Guadalupe.’ About 
the beginning of this century a trav- 
eler from Spain to Mexico was caught 
in a terrific cyclone on the ocean, and 
on the third day when all hope was 
gone, he made a solemn promise that 
if he were spared he would make a 
pilgrimage to Guadalupe on the Te- 
peyac, and there build a chirth in 
honor of our lady. He did so. :.And to 
make his votive offering symbolic of 
the event which prompted his promise, 
he. built a ship in stone. Seen as you 
approach from the City of Mexico, it 
appears like a-ship in full sail at sea, 
“The Pocita is the scene of 
miraculous cures and it is littered wi 
all sorts of crutches and the like, left 
there by people who were cured. But 
the same may be said of the collestate 
where the miraculous picture is. The 
history of the picture is this: 
“On the 9th of December, 1531. Juan 
Diego, an Indian, was going to Mexico 
City. His road was over the hill of 
the Tepeyas, and there, as he walked 
along, he saw a beautiful lady,’ who 
instructed him to tell the bishop in the 
city that. it was her wish to haye a 
church erected on that very spot where- 
in as a mother she would show her love 
and solicitude for the native race. The 
hishop heard Juan’s story but doubted 


him. 

“About sunset the Indian again saw 
the vision, when returning home over 
the Tepeyas. -.Again the apparation 
spoke to him, -repeating her wish and 
instructions. Juan promised to go to. 
the bishop a second time, which he 
did, but with the same results. 

_“On the 12th of December Juan was 
again going to Mexico City and re- 
membering the lady went around the 
hill, believing that she would not meet 
him. But where a stream of water 
flowed from the hillside he beheld her 

e bishop had. desired a token from 

e Indian to satisfy himself of the 
story, and the lady directed Juan to 
pluck roses from the bushes and take 
them to the bishop of Mexico. When 
Juan appedred before the bishop he 
let the flowers fall from his ayate and 
then, there appeared the picture of the 
lady. upon. the. blanket. This is the 
picture that is framed.in gold and sil- 
ver and precious stones at Guadalupe.”
